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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Logan. Anthony on 03/06/9.The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 1 (currently amended): A declogging method of using the a 
declogging device (9) including a chemical substance tank (10) which is 
filled with a cleansing chemical substance used to eliminate a clogging in t^=(e a 
refrigeration cycle (1 ) where a refrigeration fluid circulates, a pressurized gas tube (1 1 ) 
which provides pressurized gas to the chemical substance tank (10) and a collection 
tank (13) where the cleansing chemical substance is collected, comprising the steps of: 
a d e tachm e nt of detaching a compressor (2) and a dryer (5) from the refrigeration 
cycle(1 ) and sp li t of splitting a passage line (7) from a return line (8) for the preparation 
of the clogged refrigeration cycle (1) for a declogging process, a connect i on of 
connecting a transmission pipe (12) and a collector pipe (14) to a passage line inlet (15) 
and a passage line outlet (16) respectively for the declogging of the passage line (7), 
transfe rring of the cleansing chemical substance from a ch e m i ca l t he chemical 
substance tank (10) to the passage line: (7) tey opening a gas tube, in case it is not 
declogged, tho i ncroaso increasing of the pressure and/or tho rovoroo reversing pass of 
the cleansing chemical substance by connecting the transmission pipe 
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(12) and the collector pipe (14) to the passage line outlet (16) and the passage line inlet 
(15) respectively, passing of certain amount of the cleansing chemical substance from 
the passage line (7) for the cleaning process, in case it is not cleaned sufficiently, 
leaving the cleansing chemical substance at the passage line (7) for a while and 
cont i nuat i on of th e continuing passing the cleansing chemical substance from the 
passage line (7) until it the passage line (7) returns clean. 

Claim 14 (Currently amended): A The declogging method of using the declogging device (9) as 
in Claim 1 1 comprising the steps of th e conn e ction of connecting the transmission pipe (12) and 
the collector pipe (14) to the return line inlet (17) and the return line outlet (18) respectively for 
the declogging of the return line (8), transfe rring of the cleansing chemical substance from the 
substance tank (10) to the return line (8) by opening the gas tube, in case it is not declogged, the 
incr e as e increasing of the pressure and/or the reverse pass of the cleansing chemical substance by 
connecting the transmission pipe (12) and the collector pipe (14) to the return line outlet (18) and 
the return line inlet (17) respectively, passing of certain amount of the cleansing chemical 
substance from the return line (8) for the cleaning process, in case 

it the return line is not cleaned sufficiently, leaving the cleansing chemical substance at the return 
line (8) for a while and continuation continuing of the pass ing ef the cleansing chemical 
substance from the return line (8) until it the return line returns clean. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 1 is 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach the recited 
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refrigeration nnetliod steps of detachment of compressor and dryer from tlie refrigeration 
cycle and split of a passage line from return line for preparation of clogged refrigeration 
cycle for a declogging process, a connection of transmission pipe and a collector pipe to 
a passage line inlet and passage line outlet respectively for declogging of the passage 
line, transfer of the cleansing chemical substance from the chemical substance tank to 
the passage line by opening a gas tube, in case it is not declogged, the increase of the 
pressure and/or the reverse pass of the cleansing chemical substance by connecting 
the transmission pipe and the collector pipe to the passage line outlet and passage line 
inlet respectively, pass of certain amount of the cleansing chemical substance from the 
passage line for the cleaning process, in case it is not cleaned sufficiently, leaving the 
cleansing chemical substance at the passage line for a while and continuation of the 
pass of the cleansing chemical substance from the passage line until it returns clean. 

The closes prior art of record US Patent 4,934,390 to Sapp and US Patent 
5,544,494 to Manz et al disclose the invention substantially except the above disclosed 
features.
